continue in demand, for it will be tlie ' 
proper match to the gown, and tlie com- j 
fort to the wearer has thoroughly estab- 
lished its rights to exist louger than the 
ordinary w hiiu of fashion. Thus another 
of the supposed fads, like brown shoes, , 
has fulfilled the claims of prophets iu tlie j 
trade.

Thomas Jefferson’s Opinion of the Ora- 
tor and Patriot. 

When William Wirt was engaged In 
writing the memoirs of Patrick Ilenry 
he turned for Information to Thomas 
Jefferson, who had been associated 
with the orator for many years, ask- 
ing his aid in furnishing biographical 
material for tlie work. The correspond- 
ence between Wirt and Jefferson, pub- 
lished in tlie Pennsylvania Magazine 
of History and Biography, from t lie 
manuscript collection of John Gribbel. 
has a decidedly interesting passage 
showing tlie opinion Jefferson held 
about ills famous colleague. In answer 
to Wirt's first request Jefferson re- 
plies witli an assent and adds n gen- 
eral and unfavorable summary of 
Henry’s character: 

‘Tie was certainly t lie man who gave 
the first impulse to the ball of revolu- 
tion. were l to give bis character in 
general terms. It would l>e of mixed 
aspect. 1 think he was the best 
humored man in society I almost ever 
knew, and the greatest orator that 
ever lived, lie had a consumate knol- 
edge of tlie human heart, which di- 
recting the efforts of Ills eloquence 
enabled him to attain a degree of pop- 
ularity witli the people at large never 
perhaps equalled, his judgment in 
other matters was inaccurate, la mat- 
ters of law it was not worth a copper: 
he was avaricious & rotten hearted 
his two great passions were the love 
of money & of fame; but when these 
came into competition tlie former pre- 
dominated. If the work you propose Is 
not destined to come out speedily I 
will endeavor to recollect what may be 
of use to it."

EAST WEYMOUTH, MASS 
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Forest Fires Racing. 

State Forester Rane wishes to direct 
the attention of Massachusetts citizens 
to the fact 1 hat the most dangerous sea- 
son of the year for forest tires is at hand. 
A number of serious fires have already 
occurred in different sections of the State 
during the past few weeks an many more 
may he expected during the next few 
months unless every preeamion is taken 
to prevent them. 

Your state forester realizing that the 
first essential at all times to snreessful 
forest management is protection from 
fire has studied the problem carefully 
with a view of obtaining in Massachu- 
setts towns so far as possible an up-to- 
date forest fire lighting equipment, that 
shall tie at the disposal of a live organiza- 
tion w ho are ready to respond at a mo- 
ment’s notice to a forest lire alarm. 

Upon the recommendation of the state 
forester laws have been enacted that prop 
erly enforced will result in lessening the 
number of such fires materially. The act 
passed by the legislature of 1910 w hich 
allows the state forester to reimburse 
certain towns 50 per cent of tlie cost of 
fire apparatus lias induced a number of 
towns to take advantage of its provisions 
and many applications for this aid are now 
on file with the forestry department and 
will receive early attention. 

The cordial disposition of the railroads 
to co-operate with the state forester in 
correcting the fire evil has been extremely 
gratifying. For instance the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad has sig- 
nified its intention of doubling the num- 
ber of men patrolling its lines running 
through forested areas during the dry and 
dangerous periods in order that fires 
caused by sparks from locomotives may 
be more easily detected and extingnished 
while in their incipient stage. 

Another innovation of this road is the 
introduction of oil burning locomotives, 
one being in operation at the present time 
and several more are being remodeled for 
that purpose. This will go far toward 
eliminating the spark nnisance. 

This policy will undoubtedly resalt In a 
great saving to the railroad by redneing 
the number and size of damage claims 
that each season it has been called upon 
to meet. The other railroads and even 
the street railways are exhibiting a de- 
sire to aid the forestry department along 
this line which is greatly apprecia’ed and 
is etremely commendable. 

It is an absolute fact, that the great 
losses annnally sustained by Masaachn- 
setts amounting to hundreds of thousands 
of dollars from forest and brash fires 
may be largely overcome if every citizen 
will be careful to observe all the laws 
relative to setting fires in the open air. 
These may be obtained by applying to the 
State Forester, 6 Beacon street, Boston, 
Mass.

Asparagus is one of the best single 
crops one can grow* requiring only a full 
appreciation of demands as well as diffi- 
culties. Once properly set and cared for 
it is good for 20 years. Khubarb, if liber- 
ally fed, should give a gross return of 
§500 to §600 per acre yeaily. 

The small gardner, who is cultivating 
every inch of his patch with his wheel* 
hoe is almost drouth proof. He is far less 
dependent upon the rains than the large 
farmer, lndeedd, he is nearly indepen- 
dent. lie need never have an off season; 
for beginning right, in the spring, he can 
cork np the rains in his soil and keep 
them there on tap throughout the sum- 


Fresh eggs, fresh vegetables, fresh 
fruits— these are the true luxuries of life, 
and all are at the command of the owner 
of a small suburban property, if he w ill 
work for them. Two dozen hens should 
supply ail the eggs the family needs and 
leave a surplus for sale large enough to 
pay for the small amount of grain that 
will he needed to supplement the table 
waste, if they are given a reasonable run. 

To realize most, one must coine into a 
knowledge of soil structure ami soil con- 
ditions, climatic influences, market de- 
mands and facilities, and, in his own men- 
tal and physical makeup, fit the life de- 
manded. He must be a student, a thinker 
and a worker in his field- He cannot de- 
pend very much upon textbooks or bulle- 
tins, except for suggestions, else lacking 
the stamp of individuality his work wiil 
not reach highest levels. 

The farmer should be a student of ma- 
chinery until he becomes a farm machin- 
ist. Farming has now become a job with 
machinery from spring to fall, and the 
man who knows how to handle his ma- 
chinery to best advantage does the best 
work and makes it easiest for his horses. 
There is even n knack of putting a sulky 
plow iu trim — Denver Field and Farm. 

There is probably no other single fea- 
ture connected with the care of the cow | 
during and for several weeks following 
the time when she brings forth her calf 
that will do so much to keep her udder in ( 
a normal and healthy condition as to see 
to it that she always has a dry, well bed- 
ded place on which to lie at night or in 
rest times euring the day. Investigation 
into the subject by veterinarians shows 
that a majority of cases of milk fever are 
due to carelessness on this one point, • 
through allowing the new milk cow to lie 
down in cold and damp stables or out- 
door places.

The World in Boston. 

Every department of “The World in 
Boston" is humming with the activity of 
the last two weaks of preparation for the 
missionary exposition, to be held in the 
Mechanics Building, April 22 to May 20. 
The building will be turned over to the 
Exposition management on the morning 
of April 17 and installation of the scenery 
and exhibits w ill be rushed day and night 
so as to bs ready for the opening hour on 
April 22. 

Regretting that he could not accept the 
invitation to be present and open the ex- 
position in person, President Taft has 
agreed to send from the White House a 
message of greeting and to press a tele- 
graph key, sending a signal to the Me 
chanics Building, and in that way declare 
the exposition open. Bishop Lawrence 
of the Episcopal diocese of Eastern Mass- 
achusetts, Mrs. Helen Barrett Montgom- 
ery. and Dr. Booker T. Washington, will 
be speakers at the opening ceremonies. 

The thousands of stewards have fle- 
ished the stady of their text books and 
are prepared to people the exposition, im- 
personating the natives of all lands .they 
represent. The time tables have been 
made np for the service of the stewards 
so that the exposition will, be manned at 
all hours by regiments of the great army 
of workers. One thousand children have 
been trained to take part in little plays 
and tableaux and to play the games which 
children of other countries play. 

The rehearsals of the great choir for 
the Pageant of Darkness and Light are 
drawing near the end and the musical di- 
rector. Mr. Ephriam Cotter, Jr., is greatly 
pleased with the efficiency which has de* 
veloped. Rehearsals of the participants, 
who are to be on the platform are being 
held every evening. Each episode of the 
Pageant is being rehearsed on successive 
nights. ‘ 


Shoe Industry. 

But one week remaiuiug before Easter 
Sunday, shoe stores must do a large busi- 
ness if their sales are to be in keeping 
with the season of a late Faster. There 
lias been little incentive to buy shoes for 
spring wear when any night may promise 
a snow storm, so t lie sales have been 
hardly up to the normal, and the effect 
has been felt in the factories w here dupli- 
cate orders [ordinarily would have been 
received before this time- The retailer 
has I, een obliged to wait for an opening 
iu order to move his stock, and the manu- 
facturer has been compelled by the same 
reason to fold his hands and wait for 
spring. A few real springlike days this 
coming week will make the w hole indus- 
try feel better. 

Salesmen showing fall and winter styles 
have been cultivating business with some 
satisfactory results. Some factories are 
getting orders as large as last year, ami 
in some instances the demand is better. 
With these orders and the duplicate 
spring business which should develop 
from now on for some weeks the shoe 
factories ought to he able to operate ou 
better time than they have recently. 

There seems to be no lack of demand 
for ihc velvet-top shoe. Pumps and slip- 
pers are being turned out in ipiaiutities, 
and black satin is becoming a good sec- 
ond, with a good market in prospect. 
There are manufacturers who pi edict an 
end speedily to the run of black velvet, 
hut at present the velvet shoe is selling 
well to young women. The revulsion, if 
one comes, will not lie until the present 
run of goods is worn out, which may be 
by the linn, the fall goods are presented, 
and if, as it is claimed, few women Imv a 
second pair, the era/. : will end naturally 
and easily. 

While it is generally conceded that the 
limit has been reached for shortness of 
vamps, the limit at the other end of a 
woman's boot has not been reached, and 
the length of the top is a matter of dis- 
cussion. There have been plenty of in- 
dications that the tops of the toots for 
next season would he increased in height 
until that part of the hoot will he better 
described by being called the leg. The 
ordinary height of the lop of a woman's 
boot is six inches, but the fall styles 
shows tops seven, eight, nine and ten in- 
dies high, and the question of the practi- 
cability is a matter of discussion. 

F'ashion authorities have intimated that 
the bottom of skirts would he higher 
from the ground than they have been, and 
this condition naturally suggested the leg 
hoot hut the tendency to run to abnormal 
heights Is deprecated by the trade. Al- 
leady there are too many absurdities in 
styles and anything higher than seven and 
one-half inches, is consi lered unnecessar- 
ily extreme. 

These high boots, while being unneces- 
sary from the standpoint of utility, unless 
the wearers are to adopt kilts, are un- 
profitable to handle They cost more to 
manufacture so must sell for higher pri- 
ces, and he bought by a limited patronage. 
They are button pat tern and a boot with 
from fourteen to twenty buttons is diffi- 
cult to lit without relocating the buttons, 
which adds to the cost to the dealer. If 
they were made in the lace patterns there 
would be less objections as lace boots are 
self adjusting, but the tendency seems to 
lie towards buttons and any marked 
change is improbable. Taken altogether 
the long leg hoot for women Is not looked 
forward to with approbation. 

White shoes for women are sure to be 
a feature, but conservative sho- men do 
not expect a craze over them. The win- 
ter resorts have tried and approved them, 
so midsummer will find them in general 
use, but they are made of better stuff 
than in previous years. White buck 
leather has become practical and is being 
used in this way, and commands a good 
price. This will limit the sale to a cer- 
tain extent, as those who have paid 93 
ceuts for white canvas wjll (ipt.be paying 
from 33 to $1 for w bite buck, and the 
cheaper cloth grades will not be so gen- 
eral. There has been An effort among 
manufacturers of white canvas shoes to 
grade up their products, and they will 
offer goods worth 83 at retail, which will 
appeal to the taste of the well-dressed 
woman, but such footwear w ill not be 
put to too common uses, and it will be 
necessary to have other shoes for other 
occasions than when white frocks are 
worn 

This is the opportunity of the shoeman 
and tans will fill the bill. The sale of 
tans is unrestricted. All styles of men's 
and women's wear are in demand; high 
boots, Oxfords and pumps are all asked 
for, and black goods are less desired. 
The demand of manufactures for Russia- 
tanned leather is so steady that the sale 
of the brown shoes seemes assured. — 
Boston Transcript.

CAMELS OF THE ARABS. 

vfariogs Ways the Desert Nomads Uss 
the Animals’ Milk. 

Nearly 90,000 camels are used in the 
vilayet of Bagdad as beasts of bur- 
den, and with donkeys they form the 
inly means of carrying goods to in- 
land points. For a common burden 
?nruel 830 is a fair price, though tho 
trotters, or swift messenger camels, 
tre worth more. A young camel can 
•jmetimes be bad about Bagdad for 
58 little as 83 or 81. 

Besides ils use for riding and carry- 
ing purposes, the Mesopotamian Arabs 
depend on the camel for milk. Shoes 
tre made from its tough, calloused 
hide, and in times of famine Its lirit- 
t lo. str.i^: tasting llesli Is eaten. <Con- 
densed milk, made bv boiling flesh I 
znmel milk until evaporation leffves 
Dill r a bard, chalky substance, is 
priced among the desert nomads. By 
nibbing this substance between the 
hands it reduces to powder, and when 
mixed with warm water it makes a 
refreshing drink, highly esteemed 
among the desert folk. “Mereesy,” ns 
it Is called, will keep in good condition 
for two years. When made from but- 
termilk It tastes sour and Is prized 
among Arabs who have eaten much 
of sweet dates. Fresh, warm camel 
milk is also the food of many valua- 
ble horses owned by desert sheiks. 

Camel calves arc weaned in their 
eleventh or twelfth month. When a 
eamel caravan is on the march the 
very young camels are often tied upon 
the backs of the mother animal, since 
they cannot endure the fatigue of a 
long niandi. Valuable dogs and Arab 
desert hounds, called “slugeys,” also 
ride in the same way.— Chicago Hec- 
ard-Ilerahl.

A Fish Aids Science.

Tiie fifteen stars which ap- 
peared on tiie first dollar were after 
this reduced to tiie original thirteen In 
recognition of the number of states. 

In ISflr. (lie design was again chang- 
ed. and tlh' dollar Imre the figure of a 
woman dressed in a flowing garment. 
The designer forgot, however, to put 
tn tiie Miirteen stars, and the coin was 
soon called in, tiie new design having 
tilt' woman surrounded by stars. Her 
air was defiant rind stiff looking, and 
in 1S8S dollars were issued which were 
more artistic in treatment. The first 
dollars bearing tin* motto. “In Cod We 
Trust." were coined iu April. 1S»V1. and 
in ls73 tin* era of tiie trade dollar be- 
gan. lasting just five years.

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CREATING A VIOLIN. 

No Hard and Fast Rules to Guide the 
Artist Mechanic. 

Violins are the most delicate aud 
uncertain . . f musical instruments to 
make. I here are no hard and fast 
rules to f.ili.iiv I; Is like making a 
human mpe 1 be quality diifers ac- 
cording !'• the wned. me seasoning and 
the 1 oust rue 1 j. »u i.f the few parts in it. 

The violin contains the fewest parts 
of any musical instrument invented, 
and it seems like the simplest of them 
aii to make, i'-ut. alas, it defies the 
expert, tin* practical mechanic and the 
musician! Anybody can make a vio- 
lin. but few can make a good one. 
So. with the exception of compara- 
tively few factory violins, most of 
them are prod act'd by individual in- 
strument makers, who spend more 
loving care over them than a mother 
does over her tirst child. 

A violin maker Is an artist me- 
chanic. a sort of anomaly in this age 
of machinery With a pot of glue, a 
few sharp tools, a ea hi net maker’s 
bench and a few sticks of wood he 
will labor diligently in the creation of 
an instrument that may give forth the 
sweetest, the wildest, the weirdest and 
tlie strangest musical notes. lie will 
glue his Instrument together and then 
take it apart twenty times to adjust, 
the fraction of an inch, the bass bar 
or the sounding post. A creator of a 
violin may spend weeks on a single 
instrument and then Gnd. to his dis 
gust, that It does not satisfy. The ex- 
act point where the sounding post— a 
stick of wood only n little larger than 
a match— should be placed can never 
be determined in advance It is a 
mystery that ever recurs In each new 
violin. 

Then the wood is of so much impor- 
tance to the violin maker— none of 
your fresh timber nor kiln dried stuff! 
It must be seasoned by years, even by 
decades and centuries. Every time a 
century old house is demolished some 
musical maker is likely to appear on 
the scene and make a quiet bid for 
some of tlie thin old rafters To the 
novice they may seem worthless, bnt 
tlie violin maker may find in this cen- 
tury old timber just the wood for his 
beloved instruments.— Chicago Record- 
Herald.

This is con- 
sidered to be a great scientific achieve- 
ment. Hydrogen gas was solidifi»sl 
into pure white Ice. and this was em- 
ployed in the process of cooling he- 
lium, nnd nil works of tlie hand of 
man were surpassed. The temperature 
sank lower ami lower until a point 
only three degrees from absolute was 
reached, but tlie obdurate helium did 
not even liquefy. 

The Imagination, however vivid, can- 
not encompass what this Intense cold 
Implies. It may be the death of the 
activity of matter— that is. a state "f 
rest so far as chemical reaction is con- 
cerned. Thus if the true zero of na- 
ture can he reached it may obtain that 
matter will put on new aspects and 
hitherto unknown properties, nr it may 
expire, become chemically inert, total- 
ly devoid of heat and lifeless. 

Still even then the standing mystery 
ever confronting man. always await- 
ing explanation, gravitation, will act. 
Nothing known can affect tin* uni- 
versal attraction, forever directly as to 
ma-s. whether hot or cold 

However, the three degrees may 
never be overcome, or. indeed, they 
may. for it is now thought that science 
lias no limits, tlie scientific mind being 
capable of solving all problems so 
salth siiijh- mciitolngjsrs

We need cows with large, protruding 
barrels, for they are the kind that eat 
much and make good use of what they 
eat. The cow that never eats much pays 
it back by never producing much. 
Streams of milk take their origin in a 
cow's stomach. When there is a Hood of 
feed at the fountain head, there is usually 
an overflow at the pail.— Agricultural 
Epitomist.

The next day she found a way of 
meeting Zamwftz. lie had represent- 
ed himself as from the country round 
about Kara, who bad come for the 
purpose of getting employment about 
tbe prisons. Miss Worthington told 
him of the prison in which Droubeloff 
was confined, and it was agreed that 
he should concentrate his efforts upon 
that particular prison. This was all 
that could be done at present. 

It was two months before Zarowitz 
secured one of the most unimportant 
positions in tlie prison where Droube- 
loff was confined, but once there he 
gave evidence of such vigilance that it 
was not long before lie was promoted 
to Ire keeper. 

Miss Worthington's plans were now 
nearing a bead. She bail succeeded in 
getting a very daring man In as keep- 
er of tbe prison in which her lover was 
confined. Methods of getting Droube- 
loff out wore plentiful, but would any 
of them be successful? There is one, 
or a part *>f one. that has been often 
tried with success.

For this rea- 
son Droubeloff askerl Zarowitz to beg 
her to go away and leave the two to 
work out tlie problem by themselves, 
but she resolutely declined.

Tlie prisoners were marched 
after a day’s work into their cells. 
Tlie keeper went to DroubelofTs cell 
and spoke a few words in a whisper.

Zaro- 
witz. who had left him, presently re- 
turned with a workman’s suit of 
clothes. Droubeloff put it on and. 
leaving the cell, walked boldly down 
the corridor. 

There was no way to eliminate the 
guards standing at different places on 
tlie line of exit. Tlie prisoner must 
run the risk of tlioir recognizing him. 
Tlie chances were that, not being per- 
sonally acquainted with tlie prisoners, 
they would not recognize one of them 
in the garb of a workingman. Rut 
this was not certain. Droubeloff pass- 
ed the first guard in his exit from tlie 
building. Walking on deliberately, be 
passed tlie one in the yard. It was 
hard for him to resist the temptation 
to make a dash through the gateway, 
but lie resisted. Passing out ns any 
ordinary laborer would do, he was 
beyond the wall. Tlie temptation to 
run was all but irresistible. When he 
knew Ids figure was growing dim to 
those at the gate lie hastened his stop.

CONVENTI ONS IN MUSIC. 

Rules Which Song Composers Seem to 
Feel They Must Follow. 

Why is it that all eur musicians in 
writing a nautical song invariably use 
a portion of the best known hornpipe 
ns the introduction, “vamp,” or coun- 
ter-melody? Why do the open fifths 
in the bass always appear in rustic 
songs? Because it can’t be helped, it 
seems. Our popular Irish songs al- 
ways have a bar or two of a well 
known old Irish melody or a drone 
bass, otherwise they wouldn't be Irish. 
Tbe exhausted old Turkey and his 
partner, the straw, come to the rescue 
of every ••rube" song or dance that is 
perpetrated, and our national airs 
must run all through the accompani- 
ment of patriotic songs to give them 
“flavor.” 

Because all of these things are ”set” 
they are conventions. Why must ev- 
ery Eong end on the tonic note, with 
the preceding tone either the second 
or seventh of the scale, unless we ex- 
cept the detestable third or the hollow 
fifth? Because our audiences expect 
it 

Should one of your composers in a 
moment of bravery or recklessness 
produce a score in which be disregard- 
ed these many conventions his first 
night hearers would go away remark- 
ing that the music was crazy. They 
do not realize that they expect to hear 
tbe same old thing, served up n trifle 
differently, of course, hut still the 
same.— From “Where Have I Heard 
That Tone Before?" in Metroi*olitan 
MifMine.

FIRST AID IN FAINTING. 

Lower tlie Head to Let the Giood Back 
to the Crain. 

Fainting ii a loss of consciousness 
luo to the diminution of blood supply 
to the brain. It occurs most frequent- 
ly in weak, sensitive women, but may 
occur also to men as well. It usually 
o ' ■■urs in crowds or in crowded halls, 
theater? and churches, where the at- 
mosphciv is close and the air foul. 

Fainting usually lasts only a few 
i linutes. and the j>erson recovers im- 
tuod ! itelr when taken out Into the 
fro>h air. but there are cases in which 
it lasts much longer, sometimes for an 
hour or more Tlie first aid treatment 
of fainting is usually very simple. 
Take the j*erson out into the fresh 
air r.nd lay him flat on the hack, with 
the Lead lower than the feet. 

This can be done l.y grasping the 
feet and holding the body so that the 
head hangs down, or take nn ordinary 
straight back chair, turn it over so 
that the back forms an angle with the 
floor a::d place the person on the back 
of the chair with the head hanging 
down. This |»osition with the head 
hanging down favors the flow of the 
blo.nl back to the brain. 

All tight clothing about tbe neck nnd 
waist should Ik? loosened. Smelling 
salts or aromatic spirits of ammonia 
applied to the nostrils nnd cold water 
sprinkled on the face, chest and bands 
h^lp to rbstoie consciousness.— Nation- 
al Magazine

Undoubtedly the most interesting 
citj in the world— at any rate, to Euro- 
peans and Americans — is Rome.

Some 
of them grew rich through plunder— 
there was then no other way— nnd 
built enormous palaces, where they 
lived with their retainers in princely 
style. 

During n visit to Rome I occupied a 
room In one of these palnzzlos. The 
building is very long and lias been cut 
up Into sections by partition walls. 
Not that there is nny regularity In 
these partitions; they occur nny nnd 
cverywli(%‘ 0 , and it is not easy to tell 
which ones were a part of the original 
palace and which have been built in 
since. I was curious about the pile, 
for though I was then hut twenty-five 
years old I had read much nliout modi 
oval Italy, nnd I knew the history ot 
the house from Its building. It was 
erected by one of the most villainous 
of the Roman family leaders that 
flourished In the fifteenth century. A 
number of times his enemies besieged 
his palace, overcame his followers, hut 
could never capture lilm.

He went to 
a downtown factory with him and 
found out thnt the man could have the 
job if he presented himself within an 
hour with the proper clothes on. Two 
dollars enabled tbe man to rig himself 
out in the dark coat and waistcoat to 
go with his dark trousers, and. sure 
enough, he got the Job. 

“You may think this strange,” said 
the man at Ihe factory, “but It means 
quite a little to us Every man’s cloth- 
ing is carefully examined when he 
leaves here tit night mid the gold 
brushed off whenever we see any on 
his clothing. 

“It Is impossible to hide even tiny 
grains on n dark background, hut take 
a mixed or a light suit and we might 
easily lose quite an amount of gold, 
and gold isn’t anything you want to 
lose even in small quantities.”— New 
York Sun. 

TELESCOPE LENSES. 

Tha Small Glass Magnifies the Picture 
Made by the Large One. 

People sometimes wonder why n tele- 
scope has two glasses, one at the big 
end and one at the little end. and they 
want to know the difference. Tlie glass 
at the big end is to gather light. It 
is simply a big eye. If it is a hundred 
times bigger than the eye in your head 
it will gather a hundred times more 
light. It gathers the rays of light com- 
ing from a star and bends them all into 
a common meeting point called a fo- 
cus. which is a picture of the star. 
You can look at this picture of the star 
with your naked eye if you like. But 
you can see it better and examine it 
more closely if you look at It with a 
small magnifying glass. And this is 
the glass at ihe small end of the tele- 
scope. It magnifies the picture made 
by the big glass at the other end of the 
instrument. All telescopes are built on 
this principle. Sir William Herschel 
was the first to arrange matters a lit- 
tle differently. He took away the 
glass from the big end and admitted 
the rays coming straight into tbe tube 
iu parallel lines. Then at tbe bottom 
of the big tube be placed n bright con- 
cave mirror made of burnished metal. 
When the entering rays fell upon this 
mirror they were again beut to a point 
called u focus, which was the picture 
of tbe star. To look at this picture be 
had to place the little magnifying glass 
at tbe side of tbe tube because the 
mirror bad stopped up its lower end.

Tlie pij{ should lie found on every 
daily farm where the milk is not shipped. 
He will save much that would otherwise 
he lost. He is a thrifty animal when fed 
dairy wastes with a little strain added. 

Land plowed last fall mav be sown to 
oats without a"ain plowing. If sown 
i broadcast sow two nushels to the acre 
over the plowed ground anil harrow them 
in both ways, then roll to level the land. 

By spraying alone many of the old op- 
pie orchards which have never borne a 
crop, can be made very profitable. These 
should he sprayed when the blossoms 
show a little pink and again as soon as 
the fruit lias set, with a third, spraying 
about two weeks later. 

Uncleanliness in the milk is a very seri- 
ous obstacle to the making of either 
gooil butter or good cheese. In order to 
have the high tpiality it is imperative that 
the rules of cleanly habits be strictly en- 
forced. Uncleanllness counts more in ' 
handling milk than it probably does in 
any other product, whether of farm or 
factory. 

The farmer should be a student of ma- 
chinery until lie becomes a farm machin- 
ist. Farming lias now become a job with 
machinery from spring to fall, and the 
man who knows bow to ha^^ar'iis ma- 
chinery to best advantage does the best 
work and makes it easiest for bis horses. 1 
There is even a knack in putting a sulky 
plow in trim. — Denver Field and Farm. 

Farming is not a calling in which “main 
strength and awkwardness" are factors. 

It is not an industry that affords a large 1 
aggregate crop by half cultivating a large 
acreage. On the oilier band, in farming, 
as in all callings. It is intelligence that | 
counts and will count to an increasing | 
degree in the future— while slipshop, ( 
wasteful and insufllcient methods arc and j 
will continue to be increasingly at a dis- 
count. | 

It is advised that a small farm well 
tilled is to its owner’s advantage. This 
brings np the question : What is meant by 
a small farm? Necessarily, this does 
not mean any particular number of acres- 
The whole phrase, “a little farm well 
tilled," is inseparable, and if not separa- 
ted, “a little farm" defines itself. A 
farm is not too large if it is thoroughly 
well tilled, and every acre made to do its 
best. Ad} - size farm is too large when it 
is beyond the ability of the owner, in 
labor or capital, or both, to till well. 

Which is most successfully trans- 
planted, the maple or the elm? The first 
mentioned is most likely to live but with 
care either will thrive. In tr planting 
be sure and obtain sapplings haring a 
mass of tine fibrous roots; when ready to 
plant dip these roots in mud about as 
thick as cream, and then plant with each 
root lying in its natural position with 
fine earth packed closely about each. 
After planting, mulch the trees thor- 
oughly. 

When a buy presents an idea that is 
feasible, pat him on the back and en- 
courage him, and he willl develop a love 
for agriculture and become the pride of 
your heart in your declining years and 
will love the homes and the farms that 
you have worked so hard to pay for. If 
farming has not paid in your case by all 
means give the boy a chance to begin 
without your handicap. “What was 
good enough for the boy,” is a maxim un- 
worthy of a New England farmer. Give 
the boy a chance at an agricultural educa- 
tion, and he will help you to stop the 
leaks and turn the jia-t and present into 
a brighter future.

Liszt 
says truly that Chopin sought in the 
great masterpieces only that which 
corresponded with his nature. “What 
resembled it pleased him. What dif- 
fered from it received scant justice

One way is wrong, and the 
other is to twist tlie bare end of the 
wire around the terminal as the hands 
of the clock move and then tighten up 
the nut. The reason for this is be- 
cause the s' rew thread is right hand- 
ed; therefore the tendency of the tight- 
ening nut will he to twist the wire 
around the terminal tighter than It 
was. Should the wire be twisted the 
other way the nut would tend to un- 
twist it and it would slip under the 
nut and very likely get a very poor 
hold.— Boston Herald.
